country, only in consequence of some remarks 
Toade by Mr. Hossox, Acting Commissioner of 
Customs at Hankow, which ge to show, that 
there isa native book which proves thatOpium 
‘waa consumed’in China a hundred and thirty 
years ago. Tho fuct is, there’is abundant 


testinony to prove that.ae far back as can be] 


remembered Opiutn. has been brought.into 
China from India,.and to the present day’ is 
brought across the borders into Yunan by the 
old routo. The Opium’ cry was’ simply 
raised as that mostlikely to bobelievcd against 
foroignors, just as the Missionary‘cry is being 
raised at the present time. A feeling hag 
always existed. in China against Opium, on 


strong feeling at home about gin and brandy; 
but it is clear that it would be as impossible 
and probably as unjustifiable to put down the 
one as the other. - Whether the Chinese Go- 
vernment have made any bond fide effort to 
do so is not clear; but it is certain that they. 
never have succeeded in preventing the con- 
sumption of the Drug, which isa habit not 
dating from the timo of the advent of foreign- 
ers but which has, there is every reason to 
believe, existed for centuries—and is undoubt- 
edly established as being in existence a cen- 
tury before we traded with China.

When the Comunissioner of Castoma 
states.that 4-10ths of the flooded country for- 
menly produced millet far cattle; we presume the 
word “outtle” ia used in a kint of geological 
faskion, and consequently includes “humin 
beings;” for we ull are aware thut the nortbera 
Obincse ose millet lurgely as food, and that 
this food his been ‘destroyed ‘by the taundation.
